LAIMS for damages by the widen- 
ing of the Waikiki road according 


*J to the plans of the Jury which 
met recently, must be filed today. 
There are a few of the proposed Mils 
ready for consideration by the Super- 
intendent of Public Works, but 
the 


principal ones are yet to come. These 
will be in today and the prospects are 
that there will be a merry fight made 
for a change in the lines of the fro- 
posed road. 


The principal objection made BO tar 


is to tbe plans of tbe jury affecting the 
Hotel Annex property and the residence 
occupied by Mrs. Eliza Macfarlane. op- 
posite. The former was the bom* of 
the Princess Pauahl Bishop and the lat- 
ter that of Queen Emma. According; 
to the plans of the Jury, which seem 
to have been reached by the putting 
down of straight lines, the curve in the 
road at the Annex property will be 
eliminated. To do this something like 
ten feet will be cut off and the llna of 
cocoanut trees on the mauka sid« »f 
the lily pond, and the p^adjlteelf. turnst 
make way for the Impr6vem*iit. -L^ft: 


On the mauka side, 'the. line of the 


street touches the row of date palms, 
which were placed there thirty yaars 
ago by Queen Emma, and, crossing di- 
agonally to the old Chinese washhous* 
on the edge of the stream, takes out all 
of the palms but one. The changes will 
be radical in their effect upon the char- 
acter of the road, and will take away 
much of tbe charm of the street, which 
now furnishes one of the most perfect 
tropical touches to the entire roadway. 


The announcement recenuy that this 


change would be. made had its «a«ct 
yesterday, for there was all day lout; a 
throng of people, about the Annex pho- 
tographing th* Illy pond and the grove 
of cocoanut trees. .This has bees in 
the past one of the most pictured fea- 
tures of the entire Waikiki district, not 
even excepting Makee Island, 
Th* 


lilies, with their pink and blue shades 
in. vivid contrast to the green pads, 
show at their prettiest in the morning;, 
and many pilgrimages are made to 'the 
beach to enjoy the scene. This was 
one of the particular delights of the 
Princess. 


The alteration of the other side of the 


road, where the Queen Emma residence 
is occupied by Mrs. Macfarlane. under 
a ten years' lease, will be Just as 
marked, for it is hardly likely that 
there could be any successful moving 
of the great palms. They are dellcat* 
trees ^at best and attempts to move 
others as old. in the past, have not 
been successful. 
The representatives 


of the lessees and the owners of th* 
property, Messrs, f!. W. and F. W. 
Macfarlane and W. M. Graham, viewed 
the property yesterday and saw with 
great dissatisfaction the damage which 
will

made a suggestion which seemed to ap- 
ppal to the interested parties, that the 
road remain curved, that the ground t» 
lv taken from the mauka side and tnat 
thp date palms be left wnere they 
would divide thc portion of the road 
given over to the street cars from that 
used for driving. 
This might have 


such a good effect that later the plan 
would be followed up and the entire 
driving portion of the road divided by 
th* introduction of thr palm row, mak- 
ing the effect one of great beauty. 


Superintendent Boyd had his atten- 


tion called to this feature of the road 
chanpes last pveninp. He said that in 
his opinion the changes would not 
E-reatly alter the appearances, owing to 
the fuel that in both properties there 
are other palms, and in time lh«r* 
would DP given even a greater look of 
tropical comfort by the broad roadway 
lined with lr«>s. 
He said that to. 


chanpe the plans at thin time would 
mean much delay and also consider- 
able injuptfee. 
The Kaplolanl estate 


has made a settlement with the Terri- 
tory and there is now being removed 
a numbf-r of palms which were in the 
roadway as propowd. A>so there would 
have to be a jrrpatrr strip cot off th«« 
o!d cemetery, which would mean also 
the removal of a number of bodies All 
of these conditions convinced him that 
the plan of the Jury wa*. probably th» 
best thot oonld b* arranged at th* pres- 
ent time, and there mipbt be BO ad- 
vnnco made if thr question was to b» 
rt opened upon »arfi objection. 


It is undrrstc-r'd th.it action will b«> 


taken by the- Hot»I Ann«t proprietors 
today, but what form It will hare Is 
not known. There win b* an effort to 
have either one or tb* other of th» 
lines of palms retained and the road- 
way still mad« as broad »* proposed.

For this reasop there may be a short period of waiting 
f«r brightening, every one believing that the depression In values cannot last 
aad that their recovery will be swift when it comes, and also that It cannot 
fee long delayed.

$38. The 


price of the stock when It was last dealt in here was $80, but the price in San 
Francisco two weeks ago was $5 higher than the price had been here. Other 
than this there was not a single new price made, unless the sale of 10 Olaa 
assessable at 15.25, Immediately following one of 15 shares at a quarter high- 
er, could be taken "as marking any real change. Kihel sold in a block of 75 
xkarea at $10.50, and McBryde at $6, for 50 shares. The price of E\va remain- 
e* the same, and the sales were small, only 35 being offered, and taken as 
saon as placed- upon the market. There was some stiffening in the holding

Another sale 
wbich will be recorded soon is that of the house of M Brasch in Kinau 
street which has been purchased by Mrs. Julia Afong. The price Is reserved, 
though it will show a slight decline in baseball tract property. 
Activity in College Hills mark* the week, otherwise quiet In lots. There 
have been several Inquiries and negotiations are close to sales in more than 
«ae case. It is understood that Theodore Richards is contemplating the 
erection of a residence on the main avenue very soon. There are foundations 
aid frstmes going up for several new houses In the outer sections of the tract, 
and plans are under way for several others.

Not the least of the 'dozen or more 
packages which the superintendent 
took to the settlement -was a score ef 
tuatua or anti-leprous plants, which 
are to be planted In tire places most 
favorable to their rapid- propagation 
Such plants are already^ planted there

Experiment Station in Honolulu. The 
superintendent will watch, the new ones 
and use the utmost eare to bring them 
to a full growth, so that a sufficiest 
quantity of Juice may tie extracted for 
She needs of the experiments which fee 
will conduct among the lepers. 
"The trouble to far,"'- said Mr. Mc- 


Veigh yesterday, '"s fhdt when the ' 
remedy was sent over by the Board of 
Health, It was j-riven -oat indiscrimi- 
nately, and the result was that those 
\vho accepted it had about two doses 
all told. No good results £OUld be ex- 
pected from such use -of the extract. 
I hope to use the remedy in a manner 
•which will give the best results. If any 
can be obtained from the tuatua. I • 
mean to keep a. sufficient quantity t» 
carry on the experiments for a long 
period, and give the medicine a fair 
and Impartial trial."
